enact laws %n Texas which will benefit the farm workers. 



On the 10th of March, the "March for Equality" of the Texas Farm 
Workers Umon will reach its destination in Austin, Texas with 
a rally to he held in front of the Capitol building. 

At the end of the march that day, the farm workers will have walkeo 
over 500 miles (more than 2,000 kilometers), walking tirelessly dxy 
by day regardless of the climate and other factors S in a desperate 
effort to mobilize the attempts and support for the passaae of the 
H.B. 227 (Agricultural Relations Bill), 

The march that started the 2?th of January in Muleshoe, Texas, re 
presents an interest not only to expose the negative conditions 
in which the workers live in the farm camps in the state, but that 
the government realize the objectives of the farm worker who cannot 
count on the right of collective bargaining . 

The Ji.B. 227, a bill introduced in December to the House of Bepre 
sentatives by A.C. "Tony" Garcia of Pharr and Paul Moreno of El 
Paso^ was submitted for consideration to the Committee of Agri- 
culture and live stocky the majority being composed of represent- 
atives who are not very sympathetic with the farm workers and 
the problems with which these workers are c on fronted. 

At the time tliis newsletter is being written, the farm workers

they will arrive in Waxahachie tile 28th of February. The 1st of 
March they will be in Hillsboro, the 3rd in Jvaco and the 6th in

In Austin, on the I0th 3 the march will start at 9:00 in the morn- 
at the comer of Lamar Poulcoard and Loein$ Street. At that in- 
tersection, there is a big open-lot where they will gather to walk 
the last trek of their march. We u.rge the public to join the 
march at this place. The marchers will start walking through Lama 
Boulevard heading south until reaching Guadalupe Street. The 
marchers will follow Guadalupe Street until reaching 7th street 
where they turn east till Congress Avenue, turning towards the 
n or t h t o t h e gro un d s o f t h c S b a t e Ca p % t o I .
